"Thrown Off," as It Were, by 


Imperious Command 


Tennyson wrote tli.it exquisite lyric, 


"Crossing tlie Bar," m a few minutes. 
He said to hH son, the present Lord 
Tennyson, "It came in a moment," ac- 
cording TO a writer in London Answers. 


Burns composed what Carlyle char- 


acterizes as the greaetst of all battle 
odes, "Scots Wha Hae," while riding 
through storm and darkness across a 
lonesome moor. 
One ol the very 


greatest productions of poetic Inspira- 
tion, Keats' justly famous "Ode to a 


1 Nightingale," was written in the course 
ol one afternoon in the poet's garden 
at Hampstead, and his great sonnet 
on Chapman's Homer was' the product 
of an hour. 


While visiting at Minto, Thomas 


Campbell went to bed early one eve- 
ning, his mind full of a new poem. 
About two in the morning he suddenly 
awoke, repeating "Events to come cast 
their shadows before." 
Kinging the 


bell, he summoned a butler, who found 
the poet half in and half out of bed. 


"Are you ill, sir?" asked the servant 
"I was never better," replied the 


poet "Leave the candle and bring me 
a cup of tea." 


Seizing 
his 
pen 
and 
changing 


"Events to come" to "Coming events," 
he not only coined one of the best- 
known lines in English poetry, but 
went on to finish the first draft of 
"Lochiel's Warning." 


Cowper composed and memorized 


the whole of his humorous master- 
piece,' "John GUpin," during a sleep- 
less night. 
Hayley, the poet's biog- 


rapher, tells the story: 


"It happened in those years when 


his accomplished friend, Lady Austen, 
made a part of his little evening cir- 
cle, that she observed him sinking into 
increasing dejection; it was her cus- 
tom on these occasions to try immedi- 
ate relief. She told him the story ot 
John Gilpin to dissipate the gloom of 
the passing hour. 
Its effect on the 


fancy of Cowper had the air of en- 
chantment. 


"He informed her the next morning 


that convulsions of laughter, brought 
on by his recollections of her story, 
had kept him awake (luring the great- 
er part of the night, and that he had 
turned it into a ballad. So arose the 
pleasapt poem of 'John Gtlpin.' " 


Seeing that it runs fo 252 lines this 


is no mean feat 
' 


Sir Arthur Pinero must be included 


in any list of rapid writers. His "Two 
Hundred a Tear" was the work of a 
single afternoon, and "The Money Spin- 
ner" was written with almost equal ra 
pidity; while "Lords and Commons," a 
big work, cost only ten days' toil. 


Of course, Byron worked as fast as 


the fastest He said of himself that he 
was like a tiger—if he missed his first 
spring, he had to go grumbling back to 
the jungle. The rainy days at Ouchy 
produced "The Prisoner of Chillon,' 
and it has been said .that he wrote it at 
one sitting with one pen; and the fimi 
sketch of "The Bride of Abydos" was 
written In four nights. 


Longfellow's fine ballad, "The Wreck 


of the Hesperus," one of the most fa- 
miliar poems in the language, came to 
him as he sat cosily by the fire during 
a violent storm which made the win- 
dows rattle. 
Like Cowper, he went 


' to bed and, finding himself too preoc- 


cupied to sleep, finished the poem be- 
fore morning.

When the ordinary man thinks of 


shade trees, he thinks of maples as a 
matter of course, and some of the ma- 
ples may be included in a list of shade 
trees that have attractive flowers. The 
Norway maple is the one which I shall 
mention as being especially worth rec 
ommending. It is a very cosmopolitan 
sort of tree, for in spite of its name 
its grows all over the European conti- 
nent, and thrives just as well here as 
at home. The flowers, which open be- 
fore the leaves, are greenish-yellow 
and arranged in compact, round clus- 
. ters. The Norway maple is handsome 
all the year through and bears the 
hard conditions of city unusually well 
Moreover, it grows better at the sea< 
shore than most of our native trees'.—

Have Been Long One. 


Either the Bark Wu a Mighty Flota- 


tion, or the Voyagers Were De- 


cidedly Crowded. 


It is probable the human population 


of this earth, itself only a spinning 
atom in sidereal darkness, rises Jo up- 
ward of two billions, and is certainly 
not less than 1,650,000,000. 
But how 


many creatures of all kinds has pro- 
lific nature spawned upon this rela- 
tively minute speck in cosmos? 
If 


Noah took a pair of every living spe- 
cies aboard his ark, how vast au army 
did he have with him on his great 
flotation, and how large must have 
Deeu that mighty ark? 


Sir E. Ray Lankester gives some il- 


luminating and surprising figures in 
his "Secrets of Earth' and Sea." 
He 


says that it is, to be sure, impossible 
to estimate the number of individuals 
m existence. But naturalists have Iden- 
tified and classified a large number of 
feinds, breeds, or, more correctly, spe- 
cies of animals and plants. Not all, 
it is certain. 
There are 10,000 spe- 


cies of mammals, about 14,000 of birds, 
\J,000 of reptiles, 16,000 species of 
fishes, 500,000 sorts of six-legged in- 
sects, 15,000 of Crustacea such as the 
shrimps, lobsters and crabs; 62,000 of 
molluscs, such as i snails, mussels, 
oysters and the like; 5,000 corals and 
polyps, 3,000 sponges, 6,000 microscop- 
ic protozoa, and many others. 


In all, about 800,000 species of ani- 


mals have been found. The scientist 
says probably as many more remain 
to be recognized, and described. 
A 


single species may contain far more 
individuals than there are men on 
earth. 


"The total number of described spe- 


cies of plants," adds Sir Kay, "has not 
been estimated, but some idea may be 
formed from the fact that 1,800 species 
of flowering plants alone have been 
found in Britain, 17,000 in British In- 
dia, 22,000 in Brazil, not to mention 
those of Australia and Africa! 
These 


figures do not include the \ast num- 
ber of flowerless plants." 


Sir Eay might have advanced even 


more startling figures if he had in- 
cluded insects in his list. One of the 
early American jokes about the ark 
•was credited to Andrew Jackson, who, 
after grievous annoyance during one 
of his Indian campaigns, remarked that 
he surely wished Noah had accident- 
ally stepped on that pair of chiggers 
•he took with him into the ark. 


The remark about a single species 


containing 
numberless 
individuals 


might be applied to varieties in, the 
case of insects.

Plants on a Daylight Ration. 


It will come as a surprise to many 


persons that plants may suffer by rea- 
son of being allowed too much sun- 
light. In other words they sometimes 
thrive better if they are put on ra- 
tions as far as light is concerned. A 
recent discovery by W. W. Garner and 
H. A. Allard, of the bureau of plant 
industry, United States Department of 
Agriculture, shows that, entirely apart 
from any effect of burning, it is pos-' 
eible for plants to have too much sun- 
light, or, in other words, too many 
hours of daylight in comparison with 
the number of hours of darkness. Too 
long a day as well as too short a 
day will prevent many kinds of plants 
from ever reaching their stage of 
flowering) and fruiting.

UP-TO-DATE GOOD THINGS. 


A 


SALAD which is as good as it 
sounds is prepared as follows: 


Raisin Salad. 


Take one cupful of seeded raisins, 


one-quarter of a cupful of lemon juice, 
two cupfuls of chopped apples or 
pears, two cupfuls of shredded lettuce, 
and one cupful of cream mayonnaise. 
Wash and dry the raisins, add the 
apples and lemon juice. Line a salad 
bowl with the lettuce; pile the apples 
or pears in the center and cover with 
the mayonnaise. Take one-half cup- 
ful of whipped, cream with a table- 
spoonful or two of highly-seasoned 
mayonnaise. 


Steak With Vegetables. 


Slice six large potatoes and three 


large 
onions 
iu 
one-quarter . inch 


slices. Cut one pound of round steak 
in two-inch squares. Brown the steak 
on both sides ; remove from the frying 
pan and stir iu Hour and add water to 
make a thin gravy with a tablespoori- 
ful of fat. Put a layer of the pota- 
toes in a casserole, next a layer of 
onions, then a layer of the steak, salt 
pepper and repeat. 
Pour over the 


gravy or brown sauce and bake in a 
moderate oven for one h6ur. Remove 
the lid and brown before serving. 


Ham and Cauliflower. 


Take one cupful of cooked finely 


chopped ham. one head of cauliflower, 
three well-beaten eggs and two cujj- 
fuls of white sauce. Trim and ,c'oojk 
the cauliflower in salted water,, rub 
through a sieve, add the/egg and one 
cupful of the white sauce; pour into 
a buttered mold and bake until firm. 
Serve on ajhot dish with the remain- 
der of the sauce poured over it. 
' 


Raisin Surprise. 


Beat one egg; add it to four c 


fuls of cooked' uiusb, one orange,' juice 
and rind: and five tablespoonfuls of 
sugar; stir and mix all together; add 
enough water to the orange juice to, 
make a 'cupful ; fo!d in one and one-half 
eupfuls of raisins. Pour into a mold, 
and when ready to serve, serve with 
whipped cream.

Burns composed what Carlyle char- 


acterizes as the greaetst of all battle 
odes, "Scots Wha Hae," while riding 
through storm and darkness across 
lonesome moor. 
One of the very 


greatest productions of poetic inspira- 
tion, Keats' justly famous "Ode to a 


1 Nightingale," was written in the course 
of one afternoon in the poet's garden 
at Hampstead, and his great sonnet 
on Chapman's Homer was the product 
of an hour. 


While visiting at Minto, Thomas 


Campbell went to bed early one eve- 
ning, his mind full of a new poem 
About two in the morning he suddenly 
awoke, repeating "Events to come casi 
their shadows before." 
Kinging the 


bell, he summoned a butler, who found 
the poet half in and half out of bed. 


"Are you ill, sir?" asked the servant. 
"I was never better," replied the 


poet "Leave the candle and bring me 
a cup of tea." 


Seizing 
his 
pen and changing 


"Events to come" to "Coming events," 
he not only coined one of the best- 
known lines in English poetry, but 
went on to finish the first draft of 
"Lochiel's Warning." 


Cowper composed and memorized 


the whole of his humorous master- 
piece, "John GUpin," during a sleep- 
less night. 
Hayley, the poet's biog- 


rapher, tells the story: 


"It happened in those years when 


his accomplished friend, Lady Austen, 
made a part of his little evening cir- 
cle, that she observed him sinking into 
increasing dejection; It was her cus- 
tom on these occasions to try immedi- 
ate relief. She told him the story of 
John Gilpin to dissipate the gloom of 
the passing hour. Its effect on the 
fancy of Cowper had the air of en- 
chantment. 


"He informed her the next morning 


that convulsions of laughter, brought 
on by his recollections of her story, 
had kept him awake during the great- 
er part of the night, and that he had 
turned it into a ballad. So arose the 
pleasapt poem of 'John Gilpin.' " 


Seeing that it runs fo 252 lines this 


is no mean feat. 
' 


Sir Arthur Pinero must be included 


to any list of rapid writers. His "Two 
Hundred a Tear" was the work of a 
single afternoon, and "The Money Spin- 
ner" was written with almost equal ra- 
pidity ; while "Lords and Commons," a 
big work, cost only ten days' toil. 


Of course, Byron worked as fast as 


the fastest He said of himself that he 
was like a tiger—If he missed his first 
spring, he had to go grumbling back to 
the jungle. The rainy days at Ouchy 
produced "The Prisoner of Chillon," 
and it has been said .that he wrote it at 
one sitting with on* pen; and the fi 
sketch of "The Bride of Abydos" was 
written in four nights. 


Longfellow's fine ballad, "The Wreck 


of the Hesperus," one of the most fa- 
miliar poems in the language, came to 
him as he sat cosily by the fire during 
a violent storm which made the win- 
dows rattle. Like Cowper, he went 
' to bed and, finding himself too preoc- 
cupied'to sleep, finished the poem be- 
fore morning.

Praise for Norway Maple. 


When the ordinary man thinks of 


shade trees, he thinks of maples as a 
matter of course, and some of the ma- 
ples may be included in a list of shade 
trees that have attractive flowers. The 
Norway maple is the one which I shall 
mention as being especially worth rec- 
ommending. It is a very cosmopolitan 
sort of tree, for in spite of its name 
its grows all over the European conti- 
nent, and thrives just as well here as 
at home. The flowers, which open be- 
fore the leaves, are greenish-yellow, 
and arranged in compact, round clus- 
. ters. The Norway maple is handsome 
all the year through and bears the 
hard conditions of city unusually well. 
Moreover, it grows better at the sea- 
shore than most of our native trees.— 
Exchange.

Have Been Long One. 


Either the Bark Wu a Mighty Flota- 


tion, or the Voyagers Were De- 


cidedly Crowded. 


It is probable the human population 


of this earth, itself only a spinning 
atom in sidereal darkness, rises Jo up- 
ward of two billions, and is certainly 
not less than 1,650,000,000. 
But how 


many creatures of all kinds has pro- 
lific nature spawned upon this rela- 
tively minute speck in cosmos? 
If 


Noah took a pair of every living spe- 
cies aboard his ark, how vast au army 
did he have with him on his great 
flotation, and how large must have 
been that mighty ark? 


Sir E. Ray Lankester gives some il- 


luminating and surprising figures in 
his "Secrets of Earth' and Sea." 
He 


says that it is, to be sure, impossible 
to estimate the number of individuals 
m existence. But naturalists have Iden- 
tified and classified a large number of 
feinds, breeds, or, more correctly, spe- 
cies of animals and plants. Not all, 
it is certain. 
There are 10,000 spe- 


cies of mammals, about 14,000 of birds, 
\J,000 of reptiles, 16,000 species of 
fishes, 500,000 sorts of six-legged in 
sects, 15,000 of crustacea such as the 
shrimps, lobsters and crabs; 62,000 of 
molluscs, such as i snails, mussels, 
oysters and the like; 5,000 corals and 
polyps, 3,000 sponges, 6,000 microscop- 
ic protozoa, and many others. 


In all, about 800,000 species of ani- 


mals have been found. The scientist 
says probably as many more remain 
to be recognized, and described. 
A 


single species may contain far more 
individuals than there are men on 
earth. 


"The total number of described spe- 


cies of plants," adds Sir Kay, "has not 
been estimated, but some idea may be 
formed from the fact that 1,800 species 
of flowering plants alone have been 
found in Britain, 17,000 in British In- 
dia, 22,000 in Brazil, not to mention 
those of Australia and Africa! These 
figures do not include the \ast num- 
ber of flowerless plants." 


Sir Eay might have advanced even 


more startling figures if he had in- 
cluded insects in his list. One of the 
early American jokes about the ark 
•was credited to Andrew Jackson, who, 
after grievous annoyance during one 
of his Indian campaigns, remarked that 
he surely wished Noah had accident- 
ally stepped on that pair of chiggers 
•he took with him into the ark.

containing 
numberless 
individuals 


might be applied to varieties in, the 
case of insects.

Plants on a Daylight Ration. 


It will come as a surprise to many 


persons that plants may suffer by rea- 
son of being allowed too much sun- 
light. In other words they sometimes 
thrive better if they are put on ra- 
tions as far as light is concerned. A 
recent discovery by W. W. Garner and 
H. A. Allard, of the bureau of plant 
industry, United States Department of 
Agriculture, shows that, entirely apart 
from any effect of burning, it is pos-' 
eible for plants to have too much sun- 
light, or, in other words, too many 
hours of daylight in comparison with 
the number of hours of darkness. Too 
long a day as well as too short a 
day will prevent many kinds of plants 
from ever reaching their stage of 
flowering) and fruiting.

SALAD which is as good as it 
sounds is prepared as follows: 


Raisin Salad. 


Take one cupful of seeded raisins, 


one-quarter of a cupful of lemon juice, 
two cupfuls of chopped apples or 
pears, two cupfuls of shredded lettuce, 
and one cupful of cream mayonnaise. 
Wash and dry the raisins, add the 
apples and lemon juice. Line a salad 
bowl with the lettuce; pile the apples 
or pears in the center and cover with 
the mayonnaise. Take one-half cup- 
ful of whipped, cream with a table- 
spoonful or two of highly-seasoned 
mayonnaise. 


Steak With Vegetables. 


Slice six large potatoes and three 


large 
onions 
iu 
one-quarter . inch 


slices. Cut one pound of round steak 
in two-inch squares. Brown the steak 
on both sides; remove from the frying 
pan and stir iu Hour and add water to 
make a thin gravy with a tablespooh- 
ful of fat. Put a layer of the pota- 
toes in a casserole, next a layer,of 
onions, then a layer of the steak, salt, 
pepper and repeat. 
Pour over the 


gravy or brown sauce and bake in a 
moderate oven for one hour. Remove 
the lid and brown before serving. 


Ham and Cauliflower. 


Take one cupful of cooked finely 


^chopped ham. one head of cauliflower 
three well-beaten eggs and two CUR- 
fuls of white sauce. Trim and ,coojk 
the cauliflower in salted water,. rub 
•through a sieve, add the/egg and one 
cupful of the white sauce; pour into 
a buttered mold and bake until firm. 
Serve on ajhot dish with the remain- 
der of the sauce poured over it.
